Meeting of Interested River 

and Lake People Is Held 

at Mclienry 



$2500 HAS BEEN RAISED 



The Temporary Dam Below McHcnry Will 

Be Replaced By a Permanent One 

Which Will Raise the Lakes 



The one great and all important sub- 
ject among the residents of McHenry, 
Fox Lake, and in fact all along the en- 
tire chain of lakes, is at the present 
time "The new dam." A number of 
meetings in the interests of the prop- 
osition have been held of late, but it 
was not until Saturday of last week 
that anything definite was decided up- 
on, the former meetings having been 
held for discussion only. While it was 
conceeded by all that a new dam was 
the thing most desired, the location of 
said dam was the bone of contention. 

The people of McHenry favored the 
location of the present dam, about 
three miles below their city, while a 
few were in favor of a dam at Mc- 
Henry. Others favored building a new 
dam at Lone Tree at the mouth of the 
river. This was favored by people 
along Pistakee lake and bay. The 
people In Fox Lake, north, and adja- 
cent lakes were universally in favor of 
the dam at the railroad bridge at Nip- 
persink. 

The advantages and disadvantages of 
the various proposed locations have' 
been thoroughly discussed from every 
side at a meeting: held at McHenry a 
week ago last Saturday. Over a hun- 
dred business men were present. 

Mr. Stoffel took the' chair, with 
Everett Hunter, secretary of the Fox 
River Navigable association, at his 
side. 

The chairman, in his usual capable 
manner, explained the purpose of the 
meeting, after which he called upon 
different ones present for remarks. 

Mr. Hunter was first called upon for 
remarks and responded by giving an 
account^ in a brief way, of what the 
present dam had done and the condition 
that it is in today. He showed where 
the present experimental dam had 
lasted longer than was expected when 
it was built and also made clear that a 
permanent dam at the old location 
would be satisfactory to all concerned.' 

H. E. Kleine of Chicago, chairman of 
the Fox River Navigable Waterway 
association, and who has probably done 
more for the good of the cause than 
any other one man in the association, 
was next introduced! In hia talk he 
said: I am positively opposed to any 
dam at the present location, and I can 
assure you that but little money can be 
raised at Fox Lake if you should de- 
cide to repair the old dam. The reason 
thereof is easily explained by looking at 
the following reports made after the 
old dam was completed: 

Increase in height of water at Wil- 
mot, none. 

Increase, in height of water at Lake 
Bluff and Lake Marie, none. 

Excepting, that after a heavy rain 
it was noted that the water would re- 
main for a longer period than formerly.

Vidvara's place, U 4 inches 

North and east end 

of Fox Lake, " Cinches

At the close of this meeting another 
was set for one week later when - defi- 
nite action would be taken. The out- 
come was the decision that a" new con- 
crete dam should be built oh the old 
site below McHenry. A committee 
was appointed to look after the finan- 
cial part and at the end • of two days 
work, reported that $2,500 had been 
subscribed and that they anticipated no 
trouble in raising the necessary $6,000 
or $7,000. It is estimated that the 
water at McHenry will be raised about 
24 inches and at the adjacent places 
from eight to ten inches, i • 



YOUNG LADY ATTACKED 

When Near Home and Brutally Beaten 
—Culprit Is Arrested 

Miss Estella Churchill, a 'dashing 
young school "Miss," who has pre- 
sided as teacher of the sixth grade at 
the South school," Waukegan, for the 
past three years, today owes her life to 
Mrs. Anna Grady, wife of Waukegan's 
ex-police chief, Daniel A. Grady. 

At ten o'clock Sunday night, as Miss 
Churchill was passing the Thomas 
Doherty residence, at the corner of 
Julian and Utica streets, enroute to the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Gorham, 
where she resides, she was attacked 
and most brutally beaten by John 
Stromstron, who resides with his 
brother at 119 May street. 

Stromstron, witnesses claim, walked 
up to the young school teacher from 
the rear, grappled her around the 
waist with his left arm. and then made 
a desperate attempt to choke the young 
woman into submission./ 

Mrs. >Daniel A. Grady, who witnessed 
the attack, raced to Miss Churchill's 
rescue. Mrs. Grady's scream of 
"help!" awakened Thos. Doherty from 
his sleep. Without taking the time to 
dress, he jumped from the second story 
window of his residence, and took up 
the pursuit, of Stromstron, who had 
been frightened off by Mrs. Grady's 
cry for help. Doherty followed Strom- 
stron for,a. few blocks, but was com- 
pelled to quit the chase because of a 
lack of proper cldthing. 

Mrs. Grady did not give up the chase. 
She followed Stromstron until she 
reached the corner of Grand Avenue 
and County street.* Her cry*of "Stop 
that man!" attracted the attention of 
special detective Clarence E. Hicks, 
who was standing talking jwith Mr. 
Edward Besley. With drawn revolver 
Hicks took up the pursuit. Hicks 
overtook Stromstron at the corner of 
Clayton ,and Genesee streets, after 
having fired three shots from his 38 
caliber revolver. 

GIBSON JURY DISAGREES 



Second Trail Leaves Auto Damage Suit 
Still Unsettled 

The suit of John Gibson as adminis- 
trator of the estate of the late Harvey 
Gibson agtilnst the town of Salem which 
was on trail last week in the circuit 
court of Kenosha, came to a conclusion 
for the time being, last Thurday, when 
the jury agreed to disagree. Nine men 
on the jury are said to have favored the 
town and three were of the opinion that 
the heirs of Gibson were entitled to 
damages because of his death in the 
auto accident.' 

Attorney R. V. Baker, representing 
the town sprung asurprise'on the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff when he moved 
that the court direct a verdict for the 
town on the grounds that at the time of 
the accident the automobile in which 
Gibson met his death was a trespasser 
on the highway. It is claimed by the 
attorney for the town that the auto- 
mobile was not regularly licensed by the 
state and that for this reason it was a 
trespasser. The court denied the mo- 
tion, but stated that it could be renew- 
ed after the argument. 

If the case is tried again it will come 
up in the September term of the court, 
when the Colier suit is also scheduled 
to take the stage.

LARGEST STATION IN WORLD 



School Will Be Informally Opened for 

Apprentices on July 1st, After 

Many Delays 



Press representatives and photogra- 
phers were Friday taken on a tour of 
the naval training station the trip being 
under the personal supervision of Ad- 
miral Ross. 

On the opening day a small body of 
recruits will enter the receiving (build- 
ings or detention camp of the station 
for a quasi-quarantine of twenty-one 
days. Student blue-jackets will be 
added constantly. Rear Admiral Albert 
Ross, commandant, expects to- have 
about 200 enrolled during* the first 
month. The station's capacity is 1,500. 

The recruits, after their twenty-one 
day stay in the detention camp will be 
marched across a concrete bridge to 
their barracks, where they remain four 
months as a period of * Instruction. 
There are four barracks buildings, 
each to hold a battalion of 320 men. In 
each barracks are four large sleeping 
rooms, as recruits— and all good sailor- 
men— sleep in hammocks, s Eighty 
hammocks are swung from pipes in 
each room. 

In the mess hall, 1,280 men may eat 
at once. The cook's galley contains all 
of the latest ideas in culinary equip- 
ment—dough kneading machines, dish 
washing machines, an elaborate bakery 
and kitchen. The "brig" jail has 
twenty-two steel cells with a steel run- 
way overhead around which the senti- 
nels will pace. 

About fifty sailing and oar boats of 
different types are now in the boat 
house, which stands beside the inner, 
basin of the harbor. A traveling crane 
with davits makes it possible to lower 
any of the boats in the water within a 
few minutes. 

The drill hall is the largest of the 
buildings, measuring 80x400 feet. It 
is Jigh'ted by a hundred arc lights ; and 
will permit drill evolutions by a brig- 
gade of 1280 men. It is to be used only 
in inclement weather. The two story 
instruction building has a large gym- 
nasium on the north, then a series of 
class rooms, library, billiard room, 
writing room, and post office with a 
commodious theuterette at the southern 
end, to be used for lecture assemblies 
and entertainments. 

The Chicago station is the fourth of 
the- government's training stations for 
the navy, the three others being* lo- 
cated at tidewater— one at Newport, 
one at Norfolk, and one at San Fran- 
cisco. Congress decided to establish 
the great lakes station in 1904, when it 
was impressed with the need of an in- 
land naval school for the accommoda- 
tion of recruits from the central and 
southwest.

WELL KINOWN WOMAN DIES 



Bruce McFalls, an alleged profes- 
sional burglar, aged 21 years, who 
claims Milwaukee, Wis., as his home, 
was arrested at midnight Saturday 
night, by police officer Matt Stalcer, 
following an exciting chase in which 
Harry Bastian, Harold Griffin and 
Andrew Ohlson, played a prominent 
part. 

At 12:30 a. m., Stalcer, in making 
the rounds of the down town alleys, 
observed that a rear window in the L. 
J. Yager store had been broken, and 
two of the iron guard bars had been 
forced from the window sash. 

Peering in the window he made out 
the dark form of a burglar behind a 
pile of clothing. When Stalcer started 
into the store building through the rear 
window, the thief gave a running jump 
through the plate glass window of the 
store door, in front, and ran down the 
street. 

Stalcer ran around the Yager build- 
ing, through the alley to the north, and 
shouted "Stop that man, he's a rob- 
ber!'' Julius V. Balz made an attempt 
to trip up the burglar as he rounded 
Dodge's corner, but he was unsuccess- 
ful. 

Attracted by the sound of falling 
glass, Harry Bastian, Harold Griffin 
and Andrew Ohlson, who were stand- 
ing.in front of the Brewster harness 
shop on Washington street, raced to 
the Dodge corner just as the burglar 
put in his appearance. 

Making a flying tackle in approved 
football style, Harry Bastian, brother 
of George C. Bastian of the Sun, 
proved his prowess as a football player, 
when he grappled with the fleeing rob- 
ber, who left his coat in the hands of 
his young pursuer. 

Harold Griffin, as sturey a chap of 
his years as can be found in Waukegan, 
a son of Ex-Sheriff Elvin Griffin, 
jumped the. burglar and brought him to 
the ground. When the robber struck 
the cement sidewalk; Bastian came to 
Griffin's assistance, and together the 
two boys held the the burglar until 
Stalcer appeared on the scene. 

Taken to the police station, the rob- 
ber gave his name as Bruce McFalls 
and said he was 21 years of age and 
that he had come to Waukegan from 
Milwaukee. When searched at the 
police station young McFall's pockets 
yielded'a "jimmy" and a "blackjack," 
to say nothing of the quantity of ties, 
shirts, belts, etc., some of Yager's 
choicest men's furnishings.

Washington.— Tho silver wedding 
celebration of the President and 
Mrs. Taft, tho second that has 
been held in tho "Whito House, came 
to an end with the reception on the 
•White House lawn. 

Invitations had beou" sent to close 
to 12,000" persons, and while tho ofll- 
clal count of those who shook hands 
with the president was not given out, 
it was estimated that at least 5,000 
persons were present. 

Never In the history of tho nation 
probably has such a f function been 
held In Washington. • Tho diplomatic 
corps, the United States Supreme 
court, the senate and the house of 
representatives, the departments of 
the government, |he men who nro 
high in political affairs of the coun- 
try, the army, the navy and every 
walk of life almost were represented. 
Tho cool, clear night, that made a 
reception In the open air possible, 
proventcd tho crush that the White 
Houso for days had been afraid of 
and mnde the reception not only bril- 
liant nnd unusual but delightful in 
every respect. Tho guests would 
have filled the White Houso to over- 
flowing, but tho Whito Houso grounds 
aro ample and thero was no crush 
nnd no confusion. 

; Possibly 15,000 people crowded 
about the iron fence that surrounds 
tho grounds nnd looked longingly at 
the electric display, the splashing 
fountains and tho gay throng within. 
The enrds stSd the reception would 
fcegln at nine o'clock, and promptly 
on the hour, to the strains of the wed; 
ing march, "tho President and Mrs. 
Taft came slowly down the staircase 
of the White House, preceded by the 
six presidential aids and followed by 
the cabinet. Out through the red 
room to tho rear portico of the man- 
sion, down the broad steps nnd out 
onto tho lawn, which had been con- 
verted Into a veritable fairyland, tho 
procession marched. They took their 
stand beneath two trees just about 
the center of the lawn, whose branches 
were joined by nn electric sign flash- 
ing "1886-1911." 

The guests entered from the east 
front, passed through the. corridors 
beneath tho White Houso and out to 
the lawn. Down the winding walk 
they passed in two lines to where the 
president;, his face wreathed in 
smiles, was waiting to meet them all. 
The reception was just as Informal 
ns the president could make it. Thoso 
who could waited in lino for hours to 
shake hands, but many slipped out of 
tho line and sought tho shaded walks, 
the chairs waiting on the grass or 
wandered at will through tho lower 
floors of the mansion. Tho presents 
that numbered In the hundreds and 
whose money value ran high Into the 
thousands, attracted many, while 
others turned to the east room whose 
polished floor echoed to the tread of 
the dancers. 

Preparations had been made for 
6,000 guests and the refreshment 
tables In the state dining-room camo 
as near groaning ns a perfectly good 
tablo can come. The president and 
the members of his family with the 
cabinet and the aids were served on 
the oast terrace, but tho guests found 
their refreshments In the stntc dining- 
room. 

Mrs. Taft surprised even those fa- 
miliar with tho Improvement In health 
that she has shown by remaining by 
the president's side In tho receiving 
line all the evening. She wore a 
gown of white satin, brocaded with 
silver flowers, with a court train. 
Miss Helen Taft, who was near at 
hand, wore a gown of pink satin 
with a tunic of pink chiffon.

If he 
should happen to get an nvcrage of 25 
bushels to the acre— he won't, because 
the weather won tho bet this year— but 
If he had won and the average yield 
wbb 25 bushels to the acre, that 
would bo 425,000 bushels. 

Now, take your pencil again: 425,- 
000 bushelB of wheat at, we'll say, $1 
a bushel; that's $425,000; enough 
profit there for some carloads of pat- 
ent leather shoes and trips to the sea- 
shore and around the world. 

Fike sat scrooched down in his of- 
fice chair in this town the other day, 
an old slouch hat pulled- down over 
his eyes, his muddy boots up on his 
desk, and he looked through the win- 
dow at tho drizzling rain. 

"Pity that rain didn't come last fall, 
Jim," said one of his neighbors. 

"Y-a-a^B," Flke drawled. "But it. 
didn't. It's a gamble," he said. 
"We've struck five poor years. In a 
bad year we get six or seven bushels 
to the acre and barely pull out.

HE coronation of King 
George V. of Eng- 
land brings to mind 
a series of peculiar 
prophecies contained 
In an old but little 
known poem — prophe- 
cies, some of which 
would appear on an 
Investigation to have 
proved oddly correct 
In regard to certain 
events transpiring In 
American and Eng- 
lish history, both 
prior to and after the . Rovolu- 
tlon. The name of. Merlin 1b given 
as the author of the mystic 
rhymes, which date back to the fif- 
teenth century and run In couplets 
fraught with double moaning, and 
seeming to bo the work of somo sooth- 
sayer or student of tho Btars who fore- 
saw, or fancied ho foresaw, in tho 
heavenly bodies strange portents of 
tho days to come. 

Tho lines can bo found In tho works 
of Dean Swift, edition of 17C6, page 
214, volunio 3. They were also print- 
ed In tho United States in September, 
1786, three years aftor peace with Eng- 
land hadboen declared, and published 
In a few foreign journals; but the ear- 
liest appearance of tho poem was In 
an ancient English work edited and 
produced In London In the year 1530. 
In complete form it runs as follows: 

"When tho aavago is meek and mild 
Tho frantic mothor shall stab her child, 
■When the Cock shall woo the Dove 
Tho Mother shall ceaso tho child to love. 
When mon llko moles work underground 
The Lion a Virgin truo shall wound. 
When tho Dove and tho Cock the Hon

The Lion shall crouch beneath tholr 

might . _, , . 

When tho Cock shall guard the Eaglo s 

nest .".«., 

The stars shall rise— alt In tho West. 
When ships above-' tho clouds shall sail 
The Lion's strength shall suroly fall. 
When Neptuno's'.back with strlpos Is red 
Tho sickly Lion Bhall hldo his head. 
When seven and six shall mako but ono 
Tho Lion's might shall be undone.' 

Many diverse opinions are held as 
to the ability of mere man to peer 
info tho future, but without entering 
Into an argument on tho subjoct, it 
is at least interesting to note how 
curiously certain of tho prophecies 
made by the dead and forgotten rhym- 
Bter coincide with the march of act- 
ual events when submitted to tho proc- 
ess of deduction. 

Wo can take the first couplet as re- 
ferring to the hlBtory of America, 
and more particularly to tho colonial 
period. Tho white settlors had plant- 
ed civilization, by moans of Do Soto's 
eword, Champlain's guns and the mis- 
sionaries' prayers, -deeply in the for- 
est, and the Indians may bo said to 
have become temporarily subdued 
through awo of theBo combined ele- 
ments. Tho rod map was subjected to 
meek and mild influences by the tact 
and religious examplos of such, men 
as Roger Williams and William Penn,

Tho writer 
possesses an heraldic sketch doslgned 
by Franklin while in Europe, actu-

Tho EsBex, the 
first American frigate to sail around 
Cape Horn into the Pacific, found a 
British vessel waiting for her, and m 
the battle which ensuod tho enemy 
came off victorious. In the midst of 
these disasters tho New Engenders 
were disregarding by a majority or 
votes what tho national government at 
Washington decreed. They quietly and 
secretly published a most unsatisfac- 
tory report that was supposed by 
• many to havo had its origin in an at- 
tempt to break up tho federal power. 
Tho south and middle west were loy- 
al to the federal edicts.

In 
Franco, victory at arms or civic tri- 
umphs were always, as at the present 
time, proclaimed by. the display of the 
rooster. The dovo referred to. .was 
undoubtedly intended for 'Columbia, or 
tho United Statos or colonlos,, The 
word Columbia moans "Dove-like" or, 
"Columbd," tho origlnnl moaning of 
Columbus, 1 the noiln haso of the prop- 
er adjoctlvo Columbia, but accepted by 
' Americans as a proper noun. 

Our" colonial history abounds with 
Illustrations aB to how eagerly Franco 
courted tho good will of tho American 
oolonlos.rand an equally emphatic talo 
In the drama is tho Jealousy of Eng- 
land at tho. display of any colonial 
"regard for tfie. French government. 
This Becondcouplot Is especially well 
Migrated in tho continental congress 



During tho last years of tho Revolu- 
tion the continentals frequently at- 
tempted to mako approaches to the 
camp and redoubts of tho British by 
underground passages. This tunnol 
method was evidently a French sug- 
gestion, as It was a part of early 
French military tactics. The digging 
In the earth Is also well; illustrated in 
tho winter headquarters at Valley 
Forge, whore tho felling of treeB to 
establish their log cabins was slow 
work; and when the cold wlntor sot In 
many wore the holoB In tho ground 
that served as lodgings for tho freez- 
ing troops.. Tho line, "The Lion a 
Virgin truo shall wound,", might bo 
taken as a reference . to . tho terrlblo 
massacres, expeditions of plunder and 
destruction in Virginia, named tho Vir- 
gin, colony in honor of Quoon Eliza- 
beth. This country of the virgin wbb 
Indeed wounded, for no othor section, 
of tho country suffered such bloody 
military attacks. It was estimated by 
Jefforson that tho raids of Bonodlct 
Arnold through Virginia cost the 
enormous Bum of $15,000,000 In prop- 
erty, bosldes tho thousands of lives 
sacrificed under conditions of the 
most frightful torture.

Hero we find an allusion to the sub- 
sequent history of the three nations— 
American, French/and English. When 
Independence was. recognized, tho sym- 
bol of tho United StateB appeared in 
tho form of a bald eagle, "Tho bird of 
freedom and Imperial power." 

Tho second tost of martial power be- 
tween American and England came-in 
1812, and on both sea and land wo 
suffered severe Iossob, the capltol at 
Washington being destroyed by the en- 
omy and tho city itself falling into pos- 
Besslon of the BrltlBh. But tho shield- 
ing attitude of Franco toward the 
eaglo's nest (tho young republic rep- 
resented by the American eagle) made 
It posslblo for tho states to attain vic- 
tory from whatVtho world had almost 
pronounced defeat. Tho New Eng- 
land statos wore never in sympathy 
with tho war, nnd, Indeed, an interest- 
ing non-national pngo, bordering on 
aecoBBlonnl attitude, falls Into tho his- 
tory of the puritanic soctioh of our 
country. -Tho Invasion of Canada was 
a decided failure. .. Hull's surrender 
hns always been considered unsatisfac- 
tory and. totally unnecessary; ho was 
court-martialed and sentenced to be 
shot; but bis Revolutionary military 
record saved hlB life and ho was par- 
doned.

The oyenL al- 
most caused a panic among those to 



possibly these four lines foretell ter- 
rible battles on the sea. Neptune be- 
ing tho mythological god of the ocean, 
and prophesy a naval war in which 
tho waters will be literally ablaze with 
tho red stripes shooting from the 
cannons' mouths. Or reference may 
ho had to the planet Neptune, instead 
of tho sea god— that heavenly body 
which of our planetary system Is tho 
furtheBt away from the sun, being 
2,745,998,000 miles distant. Within 
the last few years astronomers have 
expressed tho opinion that Neptune, 
like Saturn, has red or bright bolts 
about it, and if tho telescopes can be 
made more powerful these 'red 
Btrlpes" will ho in view. Is It then 
| that we may expect "Tho sickly Hon 
shall hldo his head?" 

Or It may bo that the last two lines 
refor to the United States, or else 
Indicate tho death and numerical des- 
ignation of King Edward VII. In tho 
first Instance seven and six mako 13, 
the generally accepted symbol of tho 
United States represented In the 
stripes of tho flag. "When eoven and 
six shall make but one" might stand 
for tho time when all tho territories 
now under our flag shall all be admit- 
ted to statehood, and all those new 
governments be represented on our 
national standard. 

Or tho lineB might have direct refer- 
ence- to King Edward's death. The 
seven and six may well indicate Eng- 
land's "Seventh Edward." or spelling 
out the two words we have: S 1, E 2.

INJURED IN WORLD THRILL- 
ING EVENT. 



200 SPECTATORS ARE HURT 



Million People Watoh Tragic Start of 
Flight From Vlncennes, France, to 
London and Return for Prizes 
Totaling $94,000. 



Paris.— Tho beginning at Vlncennes 
of the greatest race through the air 
aver witnessed was tragically marked 
by the death of three aviators and the 
Injury to Ave otherB, one probably 
fatally. Over 200 spectators were 
also more or loss injured. 

Sixty airmen had been entered in 
this contest, of whom fifty took wing, 
In spite of the catastrophes with which 
this, the greatost of European cross- 
country flights, was inaugurated. 

Ten of the competitors were obliged 
to abandon the contest for one rea- 
lon or another before they flew be- 
jrond the confines of tho park. 
The dead are: 

Captain Prlnceteau, one of the most 
distinguished French military avia- 
tors. The motor of his monoplane, 
which had been acting balky before 
the start, exploded in midair within a 
few minutes after his craft left the 
ground. ' The benzine poured over the 
aviator, burning him to death. 

M. Le Martin. Bleriot's favorite and 
most skillful pilot. It was known that 
the steering gear of his craft was not 
In order when he started. Getting be- 
yond control almost aB soon as he 
rose, tho monoplane collided with a 
great oak tree. Tho motor fell on the 
aviator's head, crushing his skull. 

M. Lendron, one of the most popular 
airmen of France. He had flown 70 
miles when the fuel of tho reservoir 
of his monoplane exploded. The ma- 
chine was entirely consumed and the 
aviator was burned to death. 
The Injured are: 

M. Gaubert. who entered the race 
under tho name of Dalgar. He had 
been an 'officer in the French army. 
The aviator was found senseless un- 
der his machine In a wheat field near 
Villars-Coterets. His injury will 
probably be fatal. 

M; Blllie, whose monoplane crashed 
to the ground a mile from tho start 
and was entirely wrecked. Tho avia- 
tor was painfully Injured. 

M. Morlson fell near Gagny; M. Mor- 
tal near Chevron, and M. Loridan near 
Charlevllle. Their craft were wrecked 
and the aviators were badly shaken 
up, but their injuries are not serious. 
The scene of tho start was the same 
park in Vlncennes where the lnte 
French minister of war met death in 
the Paris-Madrid flight start four 
weeks ago. Here, also, Laffort and 
Pola were killed In the wreck of their 
Antoinette monoplane last December, 
in spite of these warning tragedies 
the mob of spectators, numbering 1,- 
000,000 persons, surged on tho field be- 
fore the start. It was while driving 
back the throng that tho spectators 
were injured more or less. 

The European race Is for a purso 
totaling $94,000. Tho course leads 
over France, Belgium, Holland and 
England with two crossings of the 
English channel. The end, as the be- 
ginning, is at Vincennee. The total 
distance is about 950 miles. On ac- 
count of tho favorable topography of 
the country it was predicted that this 
would be the most successful as well 
as the least dangerous of nil cross- 
country European races. 

Nearly all tho famous aviators of 
Europe were entered and made their 
starts. For America especial interest 
centers in little Roland Garros, the 
hero of the Paris-Rome flight, who 
started in spite of tho contrary ac- 
tions of his monoplane. 



KNOX SHIFTS BLAME 



TRACES PAYMENT DAY PORTRAIT.. 
TO HAY ADMINISTRATION. 

Tells Committee If Receipt Has Been 

"Doctored" There Will Be Va- 

canclee In His Department. 



Washington.— That tho scandals that 
have turned up in tho state depart- 
ment cannot properly bo laid at his 
door Secretary Knox made cloar to 
tho Hamlin committee of the house, 
but belong to past administrations. 

Ho explained the $5,000 payment to 
young Mr. Hale, which Elihu Root 
contracted for, and the affair of tho 
Rosenthal portrait was traced to tho 
administration of John Hay. 

At the same time Secretary Knox 
resented what ho regarded as an Inti- 
mation that perjury had been commit- 
ted by some of tho present clerical 
force of the state department The 
committee has not succeeded In sow- 
ing tho riddle in connection with pay- 
ments made to Albort Rosenthal for 
tho Day portrait and tho recovory of 
the voucher for that payment 

Secretary Knox gave the committee 
the original voucher and the explana- 
tory memoranda attached to It Ac- 
companying the latter was a receipt 
from Rosenthal which the latter has 
no recollection of giving. There was 
a letter from Consul General W.^H. 
Michael, former chief clerk of the de- 
partment, written In answer to Secre- 
tary Root's request for information, In 
which Michael says the balance of 
$1,G00 was given in caBh to Secretary 
John Hay and used by him in connec- 
tion with Chinese affairs under Mr. 
Rockhill. 

"Don't you think." asked Mr.- Ham- 
lin of Secretary Knox, "that this re- 
ceipt was prepared sinco this hearing 
began?" 

"Are you charging anyone with per- 
jury?" remarked Mr. Knox. 

"I am not, but I think this suspi- 
cious," said Mr. Hamlin. 

"If you can ascertain," retorted 
Secretary Knox, "that since you got 
your letter from Rosenthal that some 
ono in the department fixed this up 
there will be some vacancies." 

"I may do Secretary Root an Injus- 
tice." said Davis, "but I think he said 
tho voucher was in two parts. This Is 
all ono document" 

Secretary Knox — "I gave It to you 
In the shape in which I received It" 

"With theso papers Is a letter 
signed by Rosenthal referring to a 
portrait of Secretary Day. It Is 
signed March 23, 1906, and addressed 
to no one. Do you know anything 
about It?" asked Hamlin. 

"Nothing," said Secretary Knox. 
"As soon as this affair developed I 
ordered a search for tho voucher. I 
found the affairs of the department in 
an chaotic condition. I have reorgan- 
ized It and will endeavor to install 
business methods."

Mlsa Eliza- 
beth Robins, author of "The Convert" 
and "Tbo Magnetic North," led a 
large contingent of women writers. 
The best known and most popular 
actresses headed the dlvlElon that 
representee the atage, and In the 
ranks were found many women play- 
wrights. The women who have won 
university honors marched wearing 
their academic robes.

GR0SSCUP HITS SHERMAN ACT 

Chicago Jurbt Declares Anti-Trust 

Law a Failure — He Proposes 

New Remedy. 



Iowa City, la.— Judge Peter S. 
GrosBcup of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals of Chicago de- 
clared the Sherman anti-trust law a 
failure, in an address beforo the Uni- 
versity of Iowa and proposed a new 
method of dealing w ( lth trusts. He. 
said that tho act, as now Interpreted 
was an ineffective remedy in the Just 
complaint of the ordinary man against 
monopolies. He declared, further, it 
should be replaced by a law "squared 
to tho fact" His proposed plan was 
that stato and federal governments 
3hould regulato dividends, the nature 
of business determining whether state 
or national regulation should be ap- 
plied. Ho also declared in favor of 
federal charters for big corporations. 



Washington.— Chairman Penrose of 
tho senate finance commltto In con- 
ference with President Taft confirmed 
tho report that sixty senators are ex- 
pected to vote for Canadian reciprocity 
and predicted that within two weeks 
a date for a voto would be agreed on. 
Later Mr. Penrose issued a formal 
statement in which ho said: 

"A careful canvasB or tbo senate 
shows that 60 senators — two-thirds — 
aro In fuvor of the measure. Tho can. 
vass also shows that more than that 
number are against tho Root amend- 
ment 

In speaking of prospective progress 
he said: 

'"We will make rapid progress on 
the reciprocity bill within tho next 
two weeks, and at the end of that tlmo 
we ought to see ahead a date for a 
vote on agreement.

Havana.— That tho shattering of 
tho hull of the battleship Maine, 
expressed by tho mute testimony of 
steel ribs bent apart, decks upheaved 
and hurled far from their original po- 
sition, bulkheads crumpled llko sheets 
of paper and apparently inextricablo 
and hardly identifiable masses of con- 
struction material, is evidently far 
greater than supposed, was revealed 
as a result of a superficial observation 
made possible by the lowering of tho 
water level In the cofferdam a total of 
seven foeL

Colonel Black of the engineer

If Illinois farmers aro to compete 
successfully with those of the west 
and northwest in the three great farm 
crops, oats, corn and wheat, they 
must keep abreast of the times In 
making use of all means of cheapen- 
ing tho cost of production and increas- 
ing the amount of yield. Just now one 
of the most promising of the cost re- 
ducing factors is the development of 
the gasolino and kerosene plowing 
tractors. 

Every one will agree that plowing 
Is by far tho ..hardest and most ex- 
pensive of tho farm operations. The 
forco of teams and operators required 
for tho spring and summer plowing us- 
ually determines tho Dumber of each 
which must be kept throughout the 
less strenuous parts of tho farming 
season. A man with a good five-horse 
team will plow from four to five acres 
a day In ordinary spring plowing; but 
the same man with three good horses 
and a two-row cultivator will culti- 
vate 15 acres of corn per day. Under 
present condition, it Is necessary to 
do this cultivation with horses, and 
they will always bo necessary for 
hauling, etc., but by the use of tho 
gas tractor for plowing and harvest- 
ing the farmer can dispense with two 
out of every fivo horses and one out 
of every threo hired men required un- 
der tho old order of things. The con- 
sequent saving in wages and board 
for tho men and interest and depreci- 
ation and board for the horses dis- 
pensed with will much more than bal- 
ance tho interest and depreciation, 
labor, fuel, oil, and repairs duo to' the 
uso of the gas tractor. 

Tho cost of any operation involving 
tho use of power or machinery con- 
sists of maintenance charges and op- 
orating expenses. Tho first includes 
interest on tho investment, deprecia- 
tion, and repairs; while the second In- 
cludes such Items as feed, fuel, oil, 
packing, labor, board, etc. Operating 
expenses can easily bo determined, 
but the 'problem of maintenance de- 
pends on factors which aro hard to 
determlno very accurately. Perhaps 
the best way to consider the problem 
1b to assume that the operator buys 
hlB .tractor or horses on credit, giving 
his note, on which he 1b charged tho 
current rate of Interest. Depreciation 
Is based on the working life of the 
power under consideration and should 
bo on a sinking fund basis, I. e., should 
\)& a yearly sum which, when put In 
the bank at the average rato of de- 
posit interest, would at tho end of the 
machine's life Just cancel tho note 
which has been given. 

For convenience, however, the orig- 
inal coat of the machine Is usually di- 
vided Into oa many equal Installments 
aa the machine has years of life. In 
the following cost tables, the. life of 
a good horse working hard 250 days 



per year is put at 12 years; and of a 
gas tractor, working 200 days per 
year, at eight years:

It has been determined fairly ac- 
curately that tho cost of plowing by 
horses and steam tractor is very near- 
ly the same, while tho cost of the gas- 
oline-kerosene tractor la about 20 per 
cent cheaper, as reported by Mr. 
Sconce and about 60 per cent, less In 
the case of Mr. King. Tho chief rea- 
son for the extremely low cofit re- 
. ported by tho latter Is tho very low 
price, at which the distillate was se- 
cured. 

There Is no doubt In tho writer's 
mind that a small gas tractor, pulling 
about four plows, can bo. made a good 
investment on a farm of 329 acres,- 
and a larger outfit on a section. The 
more varied (ho usos to which It can 
be put, the more days per year It can 
bo used with tho corresponding re- 
duction in Interest charges por day. 
Tho gas engine" amateur had better 
stick to gasoline as a fuel, but the 
experienced operator will find that 
kerosene or distillate will cut down 
his* fuel expenses very materially.

Facts About Durability of Posts. 

A large poet usually laat longer' 
than, a small one of the same wood. 
, There 1b no difference which end Is 
put in the ground, except that tho 
sounder or larger end should havo the 
preference. 

In stiff clay soil, the posts rot prin- 
cipally just beneath the top of the 
ground; and in a porous, sandy or 
gravelly soil, they usually rot from the 
top of the soil all tho way down; the 
effect 1b the same In both cases. 

In soil that is full of water all tho 
tlmo posts will last longer. It is the 
alternating wot and dry that causes 

decay. 

Timber that grows rapidly and In 
tho open 1b not as good as tho same 
variety that grows in the woods; ThiB 
has boon observed especially In * tho 
red cedar, tho catalpa and the locuBt 

Tho wood at the center of the* tree 
is not aa good as that Just inside the 

sap wood. 

Tho quality, of tho wood or the con- 
dition of the wood fiber of a post Is a 
very Important item In its ability to 
endure the soil.— :Ohlo Agricultural. Ex- 
periment Station. 




Improving Sheep. 
A sheep farmer near San Angelo, 
Tex., has during tho paBt two or threo 
years brought over several carloads 
of fine French Merino sheep. Ho Is 
using them to ralne tho standard of 
his own flock and to Improve the 
hrcedB in his part of tho state. 



Preparation of Soi la for Corn. 
To make Its largest yield/ corn re- 
quires not only a deep seed bed but a 
large amount of humus In tho soil. 
Consequently most land requlreB some 
previous preparation — tho plowing un- 
der of a green crop or tho use of sta- 
ble manure. 

(1) Select a well-drained pleco of 
land, filled with vegetable matter. 

(2) ) Break (plow) in the fall to a 
depth of a foot or more, with eomo Im- 
plement that will not bring too much 
of tho subsoil to tho surface, and thor- 
oughly pulverize. If this Is done early 
enough, put In a winter crop of rye, 
oats or barley, which should bo turned 
under in the spring. 

(3) Go over tho land with a soctlon 
harrow two or three times before 
planting, and repeat Immediately after 
planting, and again after the corn is 
up, using the harrow at nearly right 
angles with tho rows. 

(4) Use tho bent seed, nnd especial- 
ly such' seed as has been tested In the 
climate of the field to bo planted. 

(5)) Practice intensive, shallow cul- 
tivation. — United States Department 
of Agriculture.

When tho food was finally given them, they de- 
voured it ravenously and with every evidence of sat- 
isfaction. The food was, passed out Into a dish through 
the opening before it reached the stomach. It was 
found to bo* mixed with "Ptyalln" tho alkaline juice of 
the mouth, which is important for tho first step in di- 
gestion, Then an analysis was made of the contents of 



the sto mach, into which no food had entered. It wao 
shown that the digestive fluids of stomach were flowing 
freely, e xactly as if the desirable food had entered.
